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The Situation in France!

T he Rntran pontiff claims to be the vicar of Christ, and ibe rep¬ 
resentative of the alniighw Gotl on this earth. Tlie Roman 
Catholic Chnrch at no time since Pope GreRon,- VII. (1073- 
1085)—who was the first to formtilatc this ik^na—has ever 
renouncetl its claim "to rule the world.” The pop- and his spokesmen 
saj- that thej- mean "spiritual rule" of course, but as they construe Jhc 
word "spiritual." it includes the regulation of every function of civil 
tile, from birth to death. 

Ilie history of the Middle ages tells us of terrible wars fought 
out on these lines. Untold millions of men. women and children were 
killed, and witolc nations perished—for the greater glory of God, as they 
put it. The best thinkers of those age-; died by the faggot or rotted 
away in dungeons "where no ray of the sun or of the moot/ever could 
reach them." all for the greater gioi y of God and of this church. 

With the invention of the printing press slowly came education 
and enlightenment and Inimanitarisni, which had disappeared—or had 
sought refuge with the Araits—.since the church liad Iwcomc all-pow- 
erhu. The Reformation played luvoc with the power of the Roman 
Catholic churci* among Germa’nian nations. Changed economic condi¬ 
tions resulted in making the Reformation alnK>st as much of a social 
revolution as it was a religious upheaval. The "church" and its ad¬ 
herents resisted. But the Thirty Years war (1618-1648) was the last 
great "religious war." It cost iiuiny millions of lives and German 
civilization was retarded for about 150 years. .And it is significant 
that the Roman pope proltsud against the treaty of peace that put an 
end to it. But that was the last great religious war. 

• * * 

We recall all of this here, because without a knowlcrlge of what 
hapiiencd in the past, the struggle between church and state cannot 
be understood. 

V'ery few American newspaper readers realize tliat the Roman 
Catholic church has never given up its claim tliat the church is above 
the state, and that the pope is above the government, whether mon¬ 
archy or republic, or whatever the form mav be. The church still 
claims jurisdiction, not only over Catholics, but over non-Catliolics as 
well. The church simply submits to the inevitable, because it has not 
the power to have things its own way. 

Theoretically, the church stands today where it stood 800 years 
ago. If it could get back its old power, we would get back the same 
old conditioTts that we had then, whicli were only a little degree re¬ 
moved from -Dante’s description of Hell. But all the chants, masses, 
and pilgrimages in the world will not be able to bring that Bine l»ck 
again as long as men and women will be able to read print, provided 
they are permitted to read whafever they please, and to do thew own 
thinking. 

■And the church know.s that. Therefore the church has alwavs 
tried to control tlie sclioob and the printing press—which, by the 
way, the monks first described as the invention of the Devil. The church 
not only demands the right to tell what is to be taught in the schools 
and what is not to be taught—but it wants jurisdiction over all matter 
that is to be printed. The church wants the right to say what people 
are to print, to read, and to think. The works of Darwin, Huxley, 
Spencer, etc., arc still on the "Index" of the books forbidden bythepope.

France is a Catholic country. There are 35.377,000 Roman 
Catholics, and only ^,aoo Protestants, and 49,000 Jews in France. 
The Roman Cathohe religion was until now the .state religion and 
the archbishops, bishops, and priests were paid by the slate. France 
is subdivided into 17 church provinces, each under the rule of an 
archbishop. These provinces were again subdivided into 67 bish¬ 
oprics, with about 50,000 priests. There were also, in 1900, about 
1TO3 Afferent monasteries and nunneries. So the pope hu quite an 
army in France.

fessional classes are atheists, almost without excMtion. The masses 
in the large cities have grown op in the tradition of the Great French 
Revolution and have no religion either. The main stonghold of the 
cirorch is the French peaswtry, especially in districts where they are 
still illiterates and can neither read nor write. And its other strong¬ 
hold are the women. 

The Great French R^’olution (17^1795) _ went as much 
against the Roman Catholic church (which was in alliance with the 
monarchy) as against the Feudal system. The .church at that time 
lost all its property—it owned over one-third of France. Some church 
diffijtaries even lost their heads—not speaking figuratively either. 

Kapolcoo I. tried to pacify the church by a treaty (Jidy 15, 1801) 
but in 1002 he also publish^ the so-called "or^nic articles"' which de¬ 
clared the supremacy of the state over the church. This the pope re¬ 
jected. Tlie restoration of the Bourbons, in 1815, broi^t the cnurch 
to the top arain. But times had changed. In 1830 the Jmly Revolution 
made an end to the Bourbon rule and to the predo m in a nce of the 
church. Before Louis Phillip (1830-1848) could re-establish the old 
relations between the church and .itate, the February Revolution of 
1848 swept him away. 

Napoleon III. (1851-1870) tried before all things to strengthen 
his rule by a concordat—a treaty with the pope—^wfaicn was very fav¬ 
orable to the church, and which was based on the treaty of i8ot. 

After the fall of the second empire—the repubBcans thowht that 
the regulation of church ma;tcrs in France was an internal a&ir and 
not to be settled by a treaty vnth a “foreign power," wbirii the pope 
considered himself, being r^resented by an ambassador. Repubfican 
Frenchmen resented this so much the more because the chnrch in 
France was stronglv snB-republican and inclined to hivor monarchy. - 
Every pretender to the throne of France—from “Henry V” to “Na- 
poican V" and every military^ c onspi r a t or from Boulanger to Mercier 
found a ready ally and friend in the clerical portion of France. 

* * * 

The war between the Republicaiu and the Chnrch began in 
1884, when the government passed a law forbiddii^ the monks and 
nuns to teach in the public schools of France without passing the 
regular examination. Since then the breach has continoallv widei^ 
until the separation of church and state became the watcfiword of 
French radicals and, of course, of Socialists. The great majority of 
the members of the last chamber of deputies were elected on that 
platform. 

But the charge has been made that the French government is an 
enemy of religion and is seeking to destroy religion, and that the i;ov- 
emment has brought on the present issue to get control of a It.rge 
amount of property belonging to the church. That charge is not true. 

Tlie new French law docs not provide lor the taking over of the 
church property by the government. It vests the control of the prop¬ 
erty In the church membership, as it is in Protestant denominations 
in this country, for instance. 

This is surely not a scheme to rob the church, while it may take 
away such capitalist power of the bishops as the control of the church 
property gave him personally. 

But the congr^mtion must incorporate, very much the same way 
as in this country. The government turns over to the incorporated con¬ 
gregations the cfmrcbet and the church property. About afloo pricst.s 
and congregations have done so. But tne majority of the priests have 
lefnscd, Mng imbidden by the p^ to comply with the law. The 
government, on the other hand, will keep possession of all the chnrclw 
ud the churdi property, until the co^egations to lake them over liave 
Deen formed. This is the situation in France.

To the fair-minded American ail this ought 10 be plain enough. 
We have had separation of chnrch and state in this country from the 
beginning of this commonwealth. Y'et all the churche.s, and particu-

The courts have just 
rendered a verdict in the case of 
Millionaire Hartje, who sued his 
wife,, alleging improper relations 
with her negro coachman. 

These and a lot of minor cases 
are tlie evidences in the public 
prints at the present lime of how 
the capitalist system fosters the 
family. This country under the un¬ 
bridled influence of the capitalist 
system is becoming morally just 
what we used to accuse the Pari¬ 
sians of being. The Socialists, with 
unerring analysis, point to the 
cause of this hideous development 
and show tliat such conditions must 
continue so long a.s there is eco¬ 
nomic insecurity which does not 
allow men to assume the responsi¬ 
bilities of maintaining homes, that 
puts women out of the homes and 
into the factories, and that 
fills mankind with a feverish 
selfishness that recks of nothing and 
looks on all the world and its in¬ 
habitants as fair game for its 
abominable lusts. Give every 
person a semre home and see the 
morals of the race pick up! 


Arc our modern'^ monarchs be¬ 
yond the reach of man's punishing 
power? This question has been 
raised by_ W. T. Stead, the famous 
English journalist, who has writ¬ 
ten an incendiary article under 
the heading"ShaU King Leopold be 
Hanged?” He insists that thfre 
ouglit to be some international 
power that would have the right 
to administer summary justice to a 
fiend such as the Belgian king has 
been shown to be, and the article 
with its fiery caption is being re¬ 
printed with approval in various 
countries. The very proposal to 
bang a king by international de¬ 
cree speaks powerfully of the 
change t^t has come over the 
world since modem conditions 
have molded the public ideas. 
Mere governmental Icings are not 
accounted absolute as they - once 
were. For the fact is that the 
changed economic structure of so¬ 
ciety has shorn tbembf their power 
and set up new kings in their 
pbee—industrial kings. And the 
old line of rulers have so descended 
in the scale of public estimation 
that a public man, addressing the 
people without r^rd to geo¬ 
graphical boundaries, seriously pro¬ 
poses the hanging of one of them 
who has especially shocked tiie 
world by his murderous greed.

The Roman Ga tho Prs 
have not only grown in number, but their clerg}' much more so in in¬ 
fluence. TTie pope, just a few days ago, claimed that the United States 
are "the great center of Catholiciim in the world'' and bis “only con¬ 
solation.” Archbishop Quigley of Chic^ piedictcd that witoin ao 
years this country will be Roman Cathcflic eottsely. And other church 
dignitaries make similar claims. 

And surely, they know what they are Hilling about Just lately 
Cardinal Gibbms proved to be stro^ moetA to stop Ajnarican in¬ 
terference against the Bclman atrocities at no Congo—whetW that 
was because King "aeopold," the biggest scooNdrel and child ravisher 
in Europe, happens to be a Catholic and a friend of the cardiuaL or 
wlKther because Gas Trust R^-an of New York received a Wg land 
gram at the Congo—we don't know. 

But the same cardinal now upbraids America for lack of sympathy 
with the church in France. I suppose if France were a snaller coun¬ 
try the cardinal would d Tnand that warsk^ be sent to France to en¬ 
force the edicts of Uk pope. The time m^ conic when our church dig¬ 
nitaries will make sikIi demands. 

The secret of the whole matter is this; The Roman Catholic 
church is, of course, cverj-where in the whol? 'atirld the friend of the 
capitalists, but notvherc in the world is this nlliance getting to ^ 
closier than in An*erica. Conversions araoim the wealthy are nowhere 
as numerous as here—the Storers, who tiM to get the cardinalsiiip 
for Archbisliop irebnd—are only one example out of many. Only in 
rare cases a change of religious conviction b reSponiiblc for the prose- 
litism. Marriage with the scions of the rotten European aristocracy,love 
of sensation and of display and in most cases the intuition that the Ro¬ 
man Catholic church is the Ia.st bulwark of capitaUsni—are the real 
reasons for iIk rapid growth of Roman Catholic influence among the 
wealthy in this country.

But to go back to the situation in -France. The pope could, of 
course have accepted the new law without anv damage to i.'k church. 
But he desired a con.lict with the Frenchgbwrtii lent. Imping tlwre- 
hj to create there a similar Catholic party 4 s the "Centrist” party is in 
Germany., 

But Pius X. is making a m-'stake. la (ivnuny Pius IX. had a 
monarchy to fight, w hich liad a spcoa) inferesriii religion as a means 
of keeping the masses of the people in obedtenee. But France is a re¬ 
public. The radicals who rule that country now, do not care to use 
religkm at a "police measure." -And the Sncialists in France, as 
everywhere, demand a separation of 
church and 'Stale. So there can be 
no doubt that separation of church 
and state will win in France. 


King Ltmpold, the richest mon¬ 
arch of modern times, gets tlK bulk 
of his present income from the 
Congo Free State nibber forest.s. 
where the native soldiers under 
their Belgian monarch force the 
natiics to gather rubber under 
penalty of having their hands cut 
off if they come in empty handed. 
Tlie result is that the Congo Free 
State is filled with men and boys 
with only stumps where hands 
shouUl be, or with feet cut off. The 
horror of the whole Congo situa¬ 
tion is just now beginning to make 
the civilized world shudder, and 
just as the frightful thin., is be¬ 
ginning to cry out for redress 
through the lips and pens of lead¬ 
ing humanitarians, comes the word 
that .America, whose et iticism Lwo- 
|)old most fears, has been drawn 
injo the Congo trade through 
Thomas F. Ryan of Wall street. 
Ryan recently gave the Roman 
Catholic church a cathedral in 
Maryland and It was dedicated by 
Cardinal Gibbons and others. Now 
it is chargetl by a London mission¬ 
ary now lecturing in this country 
that Cardinal Gibbons has used his 
influence to pres’ent the Uniteil 
States from making official in¬ 
quiry into the Congo atrocities, and 
in reply Cardinal Gibbons comer 
out and insists that the atrocities 
noraphiiped of in the African 
colony are largely trumped up by 
preiv.diced people'. He insists that 
Leopold has tried to prevent cer¬ 
tain practices there. But, anyhow, 
America isn’t investigating, Ryan 
has his slice in the Congo, the 
church has its cathedral and the 
atrocities may continue in the in¬ 
terests of monsrchial and re¬ 
publican capitalism.

Marshall hunts him 
dowm as a slave-driver h mted down 
the escaped slave, and hj t the man 
discharged from his position. The 
man may never have done anyth.ng 
in Ills life except to walk out dur¬ 
ing a strike; he may be a skilled 
workman, giving a dollar's worth 
of energy and brains for every dol¬ 
lar he receives. He may have a 
family depending upon him for 
support. He may be orderly and 
peaceful and asking only that he be 
allowed to earn a living for himself 
and thofe depending upon him for 
support. .'And yet this human 
hyena hunts him out and demands 
of his etmiloyers that he be dis¬ 
missed. That is the sort of man 
Mr. A’an Geve appealed to wIkh 
he said, "We condemn the boycott.” 
■The Industrial Association will 
never command the respect and at¬ 
tention that it deserves to, in this 
city a. least, until it gels rid of such ’ 
characters as Marshall.” j

ttatc may say to one within her 
^ders and upon whom her process 
is served, ‘I will not inquire how 
you came here; I must execute my 
laws and remit you to proceedings 
aiainst those wltg.

May she claim tiat 
by niere physical presence within 
her borders, an accused person 
within her jurisdiction denuded of 
his constitutional riglits, though he 
has been brougbl there by her vio¬ 
lence? And constitutional rights 
the accused in this rase certainly 
did have, and valuable ones, llte 
foundation of e\tra<lition between 
the states is that the accused should 
be a furtive from justice from the

V. Corkran, and the fiction of a 
constructive presence in a state and 
a constnictivc flight from a con¬ 
structive presence rejected.” 

The persual of llie public press, 
since the decision of the Suprentc 
court was rendered, <liscluses the 
fact that in nuny pa])ers the ejeci- 
sion was simply noted, sonic but 
faintly conceal their joy and as¬ 
surance of conviction for the pris¬ 
oners, -while others hailed the de¬ 
cision as a victory for Govenior 
Gooding and extoll his virtues, 
veracity and fairness. The cflitor- 
ial pages are guiltless of orinions 
and silent on tile subject. 

With the law and the govern¬ 
ment in the hands of the exploit¬ 
ing class, and especially out XWst 
in the tiands of the most rapacioiu' 
and cold bloodol rqircsciiiatives of 
that class, the things that are t'.king 
place in tlie so-collcd Moyer-Hay- 
wood case show how far capit«!;sm 
will dare to go when it lias free 
rein. And now the Supreme court 
of the United States, after delaying 
tlicir decision so that the capon- 
lined justices might take their 
lordly vacation in {>cacc, liavc final¬ 
ly passed on the appeal from tlie 
Idaho court and have actually con¬ 
firmed the decision that the kid¬ 
naped Labor officials are not en¬ 
titled to their constitutional (gr¬ 
antee of the rigin of the writ of 
habeas corpus. The derision will 
not tend to increase the rcspMt'‘of 
the working class in the disinter¬ 
estedness of the capitalist courts, 
especially in the West. Meantime 
the only weapon left to the working 
class is publicity, and to this end 
the national executive board of the 
party is making its plans, winch 
wil transpire shortly. 

Meantime it looks as if the trial 
of the imprisoned victims of Stan¬ 
dard Oil malevolence will be held in 
durance vile for months to come, 
before the case gocj to trial. The 
Seattle Socialist, which moved to 
Idaho some time ago, so as to be 
on the spot to report the trial, has 
now moved back again, claiming 
that it may be a year before the case 
really gets before the court, or that 
it may never reach a trial, and the 
prisoners tortured by confinement 
for as long as jiossiblc. Judge 
Smitli has just been defeat^ tor 
re-election by a man named Bryan, 
who is one of the attorneys for 
Harry Orchard, the alleged in¬ 
former. He is reported to be a 
creature of Gov. Gooding. Smith 
has decided not to try the case and 
wdl! let it go over to his successor.

fnd William D. Hay wood, secre¬ 
tary of the Western Federation of 
Xliners. together will; George A. 
Pettiboiie, were kidnapped from! 
their homes in DentTr, to Idaho.! 
The affidavits on wiiich the arrests 
were made are now admitted by the 
prosecution to have been false, in 
that they clurged the accused with 
bci.ng ill the state of Idxtio at the 
rime of the death of former Gov¬ 
ernor Sieunenbcrg. 

The prisoners were denied the 
advice of covmcfl, and cpn^uently 
the opportunities of a writ of ha¬ 
beas carpus, and ruslied out of 
Colorado, during the night on a 
secret special train. 

Claim for the righ*3 of tlie pris¬ 
oners to a writ of habeas cor|>us 
was filed with the United States 
Supreme court early in the niontli 
of May. Tlie hearing was set for 
October 9, and held on that date, 
after which the matter was taken 
under advisement. 

On Mondav, Dec. 3, Justice Har¬ 
lan deliverctf the opinion, Jiwiicc 
McKenna dissenting, which de¬ 
cision overthrows and annuls every 
safe-guard which heretofore as¬ 
sumed. without due process of law, 
to hold inviolate the IhkIv or per¬ 
son of every citizen. 

Thai these men have not yet paid 
with their lives, the penalty exact- 
<-d by class hatred can be attributed 
to the alacritv with which the So¬ 
cialist party discerned and disclosed 
at its very inception, the suspicious 
stage-.settings of a conspiracy. 

The Slociatists refused to accrat 
the verdict and sentence—"GUIL¬ 
TY—THEY WILL NEVER 
LEAVE ID.\HO ALIVE — 
GUILT'VV’ repeated parrot-Iikc in 
turn by Governor Frank Gooding 
of Idalio, and Pinkerton Detective 
McPartland, alias, Jim McKenna, 
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and demanded a fair and Impartial 
trial for the accused. 

The . Supreme court decision 
reads ip part a.s follows! 

“Loolring first at what was al¬ 
leged to have occurred in Colorado, 
touching the arrest of the peti¬ 
tioner and his deportation, we do 
not perceive that anything done 
there, howewer, hastily or inconsid¬ 
erately', can be adjudged to be in 
violation of the constitution or 
law-s of the United .'states.” 

“That even if there was fraud in 
the method of tlicir removal, there 
has been no violation of riglits un¬ 
der the constitution. 

_ "Any investintion as to the mo¬ 
tives which induced action by the 
governors of Idaho and Colorado 
would be improper as well as ir- 
relcvcnt to the real question. It 
must be conclusively presumed that 
those officers proceeded throughout 
this affair with no evil pnr|>o 5 c and 
with no other motive than to en¬ 
force tlie law." 

Tlie prisoners are therefore re¬ 
manded fur a fair trial into the 
hands of tliose wliose every act lias 
been unfair. 

It can only be claimed d'at tlic 
Socialists started the agitation 
which grew into .a protest of na¬ 
tional proportions to which the eco¬ 
nomic organizations of the work¬ 
ers contributed the greatest meas¬ 
ure of success and financial sup¬ 
port. while all manner of organizaz- 
lions and citizens of every politi¬ 
cal persuasion participated. The 
labor and radical press were united 
as never before. .-Ml of which ex¬ 
erted an influence u|x>n a certain 
portion of the public press com¬ 
pelling some to state fairly the facts 
of the case, and others to come 
boldly out in denunciation of this 
kidnapping outrage. 

Denied a S|>ecdy trial, for which 
they asked, these men hav-i been 
separated from their homes and 
families and incarcerated for a 
period of nine months.
